Subject of Debate Is: Re- 
solved That Human Is 
an Illusion 



The Union Ballroom will be the 
scene of the McGill-Florida debate 
on March 12th at 8.30 p.m. and a 
joint program of .songs will be Riven 
by R. V. C. and Men's Glee Clubs. 

The affirmative of the topic "Re- 
solved that Iho United Stales should 
follow a policy of strict economic 
and military isolation toward all 
nations outside the Western hemis- 
phere engaged in armed inlcnia- 
tional or civil conflict" will be up- 
held by the Floridians, Stuart 
Simon and George Young. Simon, 
a Senior in the College of Arts nnd 
Sciences, Is President of the Florida 
Debate Club and wiiinorn of tlie 
Southern A.s.-ioclatloii Oratory Con- 
test. George Voiins is a .Senior in 
Law School, and both men arc 
mfmbcrs of the Blue Key, the high- 
(C'oiitiHMcd oil Pane Four)

Subject to discu.s.sion in the pre 
liiniiiarics, wliicli look ihc form of 
n running debate, was "Resolved, 
that human progress is an illusion 
In accordance with the rules of the 
contest, no speaker know which 
side of the argument he was to up- 
hold until his immediate predeces- 
sor began to speak. 

Negative Argument. 

Caron, required to present the 
negative argument, declared that in 
considering the concept of human 
progress, one must think of it in 
all its ramifications. The criterion 
of human progress,'' he said, lay In 
man's aspirations, hopes, and needs. 
Man, the speaker asserted, had al 
ways experienced the desire to im 
prove his position, to be clothed 
better, to have less suffering. 

The contestant pointed to the cul 
lur^l development the world" had 
known— in literature, in music, in 
architecture. Warning against look- 
ing at only one aspect of history 
the speaker declared that there had 
been progressive improvement in 
the type of society under which 
human beings lived, until the dc 
velopment of the current society, 
which, he said "summarizes'' the 
experience of the past. 

Affirmative Argument. 

Henderson, supporting ihe resO' 
liition, declared tliat the material 
progress of the world had been 
made "at the cost of the human 
spirit." Saying that prior to the 
Industrial Revolution there hitd 
been regular personal contact be 
twcon employer and employee and 
that Ihc latter had- enjoyed respect 
Rx an individual, the sjicakcr 
argued that modern Indtistrial im- 
I provcmcnls had ted to the sweat- 
shop,
